SOCCER WEEK 8 


Hakoah coach David Maclaren flew off 


to Britain this week on a holiday come 


scouting trip. 


There is no denying that Maclaren was 
one of the most disappointed men in Sydney 
after the Saints had tossed his team for the 
fourth time of the season. = 


The blues like their 
rivals Apia were the 
teams of the season but 
‘once they hit the Sports 
Ground they ran into 
troubles and ended up 
with only one honor 
apiece whereas they 
should both have been 
fighting it out together for 
the Rothmans Cup. 

However, there is no 
such thing as form in 
Sydney football and 
Hakoah and Apia must 
now go and lick their 
wounds and come back 
for more next season. 

After his Grand Fina] 
defeat Maclaren was 
outspoken and made an 
honest down to earth 
report, 

His report dealt mainly 
with the competition 
series and was compiled 
before the Grand Final 
and Rothmans Cup 
defeats by St. George. 

It read; ‘Was there 
ever such a ‘Black 
Monday’, following the 
defeats on the two 
previous days against St. 
George and Marconi. 

“I had been so con- 
fident with the team 
playing the style of 
Soccer which, in my 
opinion, made success 
inevitable, 

“The ball was being 
pushed around with 
players running off the 
ball very effectively. 

“Many chances were 
being created and goals 
came freely, 

“The spirit within the 
club was extremely high 
and we were playing with 
tremendous confidence. 

“Then in the game 
against St, George we 
struggled to find our 
rhythm. 

“Two breakaway goals 
in the first half and 
suddenly there was a 
tremendous tension in our 
team. 

“We lost that game and 
the ensuing hangover was 
carried on to the field 
against Marconi. 

“Although we carried 
the fight to the opposition 
for most of the game, 
suddenly passes started 
to go-astray. 

“Skills broke down in 
players noted for their 
technical ability. 

“We failed to capitalise 
on a number of scoring 
chances and found our- 
selves a goal down at half- 
time. 

“In the second half we 
became so anxious that 
instead of playing our 
football and letting the 
goals come we started to 
hit long balls and in the 
end, although we had a 
couple of good changes 
we beat ourselves. 

“I found myself facing 
‘a problem common to all 

_ coaches in the final stages 
of a league competition, 
this is tension in the 
team. 

“Desperation to avoid 
relegation also causes 
tension. 


“The tension of a 
cricket batsman in the 
‘nervous nineties’ can 
creep into a team leading 
the competition and this 
was my problem. 

“{ had to develop in my 
players a relaxed mental 
approach without com- 
placency creeping in, and 
yet retaining the 
necessary drive. 

“Training in the last 
quarter of the season 
presents more problems 
which are more 
psychological than 
physical. Fitness peaks 
are relatively easy to 
maintain and the time 
spent on all areas of 
fitness training is 
somewhat reduced to 
early season training. 

‘Tactical con- 
siderations are reduced 
at this time particularly if 
the team system and 
methods are showing 
success. 

“By now each player 
is so well drilled as to his 
function within the 
system of play and 
general tactics. 

‘Tt is only a matter of 
keeping these fresh in the 
minds of the players. 

“Slight variations are 
made towards greater 
efficiency and of course 
consideration must be 
given to our immediate 
‘opponents. 

“Tam also happy with 
my reserve strength in 
case of injuries. 

“T have no. doubt that 
many of the players in the 
Hakoah second grade side 
would be in the first grade 
with the majority of clubs 
in Sydney, 

“And despite our 
defeats I still believe that 
a number of these 
reserves will eventually 
establish themselves in 
the first team and Hakoah 
will be the major trophy 
winner in Australian 
Soccer in years to come, 

“Tam also pleased that 
the club has faith in my 
ability to achieve success 
for Hakoah in the future 
and that we have entered 
into an agreement for my 
services for thenext three 
years. 

“This would complete a 
five and a half year 
period which is indeed 
rare in my profession. 

“Being a realist, a 
coach can never be 
popular with all sup- 
porters of any club, but 
regardless of this, I will 
always devote all my 
time and energy towards 
justifying the Hakoah 
Club’s faith in me.” 

Regardless to say 
Maclaren was a very sick 
at heart and disappointed 
man when his team was 
again defeated on Sunday 
by Saints. 

But being a thorough 
professional right down to 
his toe nails he is as 
deiermined as ever to get 
Hakoah back on the rails 
next season.

But thinking again this 
project would most likely 
be too far advanced for 
the wonderful Australian 
Soccer administrators! 

Bobby Charlton is 
‘possibly the most popular 
English born footballer of 
all time. 

Universally respected 
for his great skills, which 
have brought him a host 
of medals and records, he 
is even held in even 
higher an esteem for his 
sportsmanship. 

After more than 17 
years in the public eye, 
having progressed from a 
boy wonder to an elder 
statesman, Charlton is 
still as modest 
unassuming as ever, 
untouched by the slightest 
hint of scandal, scorning 
retaliation on the field, 
endlessly polite through 
the myriad demands on 
his time, 

Bobby Charlton’s 
achievements are 
legendary. With Man- 
chester United he gained 
three league cham- 
pionship medals, an FA 
Cup winners’ medal as 
well as appearing in two 
defeated Wembley sides. 

In 1968 -he captained the 
team that became the 
first English winners of 
the European Cup. 

No other player in 
United’s history has 
made mote appearances 
‘or scored more goals for 
the club. 

In 1966 he was 
England's footballer of 
the year and later in the 
year he helped England to 
win the world cup, he was 
also voted European 
Footballer of the year. 

Between 1958 and 1970, 
he established two 
English records — most 
appearances (106) and 
most goals (49 with 4 hat 
tricks) —he was awarded 
the MBE for his services. 

Nephew of the former 
England striker Jackie 
Milburn, Charlton went 
from his Northumberland 
home to Old Trafford as a 


and: 


result of United’s far 
flung scouting system. 

He made his debut in 
the first team at 18 as an 
inside-forward mainly 
noted for his powerful 
shooting. 

Tn 1958 he miraculously 
escaped injury in the 
Munich air crash that 
destroyed _the “Busby. 
“Babes” as a team, being 
flung to safety, strapped 
to his seat, with his shoes 
torn off. 

Yet, in spite of the 
dreadful mental toll the 
disaster took, he returned 
to action almost im- 
mediately, moving to 
centre-forward and 
spearheading the gallant 
effort that took a patched 
up team to United’s 
second successive Cup 
Final. 

Indeed if a Charlton 
shot had gone in instead 
‘of rebounding off a post, 
just before Bolton's 
second goal the club 
might have won the 
trophy. 

And if Charlton had 
been available for the 
second leg of United’s 
second leg European Cup

success. 


Although his fourth 
World Cup in 1970 ended 
in an anti-climax no 
player had trained more 
assiduously or worked 
harded in the broiling 
sunshine in Mexico. 

But then Charlton was 
incapable of giving less 
than his best. 

To be a non-trier was 
not in his nature. 

Even at club level he 
continued to give 100 per 
cent and when well into 
the veteran stage he 
frequently made people 
wonder whether his 
England career had 
ended to soon. 

Certainly England did 
not find a successor for 
him! 

When he became 
manager of Preston in 
1973 he had played 606 
league games for Man- 
chester United and scored 
198 goals. 

His brother Jack also a 
one club man played 629 
Teague matches for Leeds 
United winning numerous 
honors with them and 
winning 35 caps for 
England, including the 
1966.
